Two FMctorlm Have Sees Compelled to 
Kake Aaalgnmeats, aad a Vaat Anonnt 
•f Wimt and ■afllnlnt Aaeiie 

Strlkcm Otlier I nbor New*. 

BiNuH AMI-TON. N. Y., Oct. 6.— The 
long and bitter struggle between the 
cigarmakers of tliis city and their em- 
ployers ended last night. The men held 
a meeting yesterday evening and voted 
to declare the strike off. ^e fight has 
been the most disastrons erer experi- 
enced here. Two factories have been 
compelled to make assignments, and 
on the other side there has been much 
want and suffering among the families 
of the 8.000 men called out, many of 
them having been compelled to ask aid 
from the poormaster. 

It is fifteen weeks to-day since the 
strike was ordered. Some of ttie shops 
have been able to procure nearly all the 
men they need, and it wih be difficult 
tor many of the strikers to obtain em- 
ployment here. It is reported that the 
conspiracy cases brought bv the manu- 
facturers against the leaaers of the 
strike will be vigorously prosecuted. 

STRIKE AGAINST NEGROES. 

RttCH mini I.nlior Trouble on the Hoiiittiin 
and T> '«»« Cent ml llnllwnv. 

CHlCAOf), Oct. fi. - A siwcial 10 The 
Tribune from Houston, Tex., says: The 
Houston and Texas (Jeatral railway has 
employed negro switchmen in the yards 
for several years. About two weeks 
ago a demand was made for their re- 
moval, the places to be filled by whites. 
The demand was refused ana the fire- 
men all struck. Grand Master Wilkin- 
son has been sent for and has been in 
the city two days, trying to adjust mat- 
ters amicably, but without avail, as the 
officials of the C entral are firm in their 
position, arguing that if the colored 
men are good enough to sit in the coun- 
cils of file Knights of Labor, they 
should be good oaoogb to work with.

THE FIRE AT COLON. 

Further ParllfiilMr* nf the (Jreiit I)U- 
aster ll.'portetl t<» Wa*hln|j:toii. 

Washinoto.n, Oct. 6.— The United 
States consul at Colon in a rejiort to 
the department of state, dated Sept. 23. 
in regard to the recent fire, savs that it 
commenced about 12 o'clocx on the 
night of the 88d, and kept on until the 
business part of the town was totidly 
destroyed. It is estimatsd t^t mere 
than 200 business houses were destroyed 
with all their contents and goods, prab- 
ably worth #2.600,000. The houses were 
all frame buildings of a cheap standard. 

Owing to the very large Quantity of 
alcnol afid coal oil in stock, the fire was 
at once beyond contooL There was 
lltt\e or no insurance on the stock. 
Outside of this loss the Panama railroad 
lost $50,000. a number of cars loaded 
and unloaded being destroyed on the 
track, as wsll as the oOees of the ooii- 
pany. 

The consul saysthe fire was the work 
of incendiaries, doubtless due to the 
dissatisfaction of the railway employes 
and the prob»ble reduction of the force. 
Rumors wer ■ rife that the American 
part of the town would be fired iu con- 
sequence of which the gnards were 
tiouU.

What the State Oommiasioner of Agri- 
eoltan of tktto Oropi m 
litlloBiklrfttiort. 

Mr. Charles Y. Wilaon, State Commis- 
sioner of Agrifltilttire, d^vates most of his 
monthly crop repon, recently issued, to 
the condition and yield of corn, wheat 
ami tobacco. He say h; 

" There has been a steady improvement 
in the condition of corn since the ralna in 
the early part of AuKUSt. The average 
is about 91 percent, of '89. The condition 
September 1 waa 7S per cent of '89. Since 
that tisae the improvement is 10 poinU, 
the condition now being 83. The stalk Is 
yet very sappy; but if frost does not 
damage it before the 16tb it will generally 
be oat of danger, except the Tery late 
planting. Some counties, where there 
waa no drouth, have a fine crop with a 
wellfllladear. 8omeotbereoamiaa,whore 
there was a drouth, show a condition as 
low as 40 per cent. There ia a very con- 
siderable amoant of old oora jrat in the 
hands of produoera. 

" Wheat threshing ia about completed, 
and in order to get at the product per acre, 
I sent to all my corrsapondents a book, in 
which threshers were naked to take an 
account of each job threshed, ami report 
totalDomber o( acres and total yield. By 
this meanal hoped to cloaely approximate 
the average per acre in the State. Many 
of these books have not been returned. So 
far as retoroa have been received 44,87<i 
acres produced 16') bushels, which is 
an averaKe of 1-h iiushela to the acre. 
The sections reporting are over an nverage 
in wheat production, and it is fair to 
assume the ueneral State average will be 
less. None of the wheat is reported as 
clasaing better than number two. The 
berry is generally small andahriveleH, on 
accoant of the freeze in March, root lice 
and the green aphis, or plant louse, which 
attacked the heads daring the milky 
staee. 

"In my report of Sept. 4lh 1 gave the 
average of tobacco, 1890, at 82 per cent, 
of the '89 acreage, and condition at that 
time 85 per cent, with about 5 per cent, 
cut. Since that time the condition on the 
hill baa improved, and la now 90 per 
cent. The dtaation ia abont as follows, 
obtained from the moat reliable sources: 
The leaf ia ganorally laigo and spieady, 
ahowing a vigorons and aappy growth, 
except on hills and poor lands. The 
August and September raina gave it a new 
growth, whieh pravontad early' ripanlng, 
and the crop ia folly two weeks late. 
Daring the first two weeks of September 
the weather was warm and aultry, with 
almost a total absenceof saosbine, which 
has reanlted in a itreat deal of the early 
cutting being house-burned. A great 
deal of the crop is being cut green, and is 
budly worm-raten. Owing to the sappy 
condition, it will require a great deal of 
house room, with which the growers are 
not generally snfflelently supplied. At 
this writing the weather conditions are 
very unfavorable, and the crop can not 
mat ore before the 18th of this month. 
Where it was properly cultivated, cut and 
bouaed in open weather, with plenty of 
room, aome exceptionally fine crops are 
promised. In We^tHrn and Southern 
Kentucky the crop promised on the bill 
to be a very nsafnl one ; the dt^ficit occur- 
ring in the acreage. Oood authorities in 
the six original Blue-grase counties say, 
taking all things toeelber, the crop will 
be the meanest for yeara. The aappy 
condition of the plant, late maturity, and 
want of sunshine, and general nnfavor- 
able weather conditions, warrant the 
abaenoe of high oolor, except in rare in* 
stances. It iaoatimated that three-fourths 
of the crop baa been cut, with a good per 
cent, yat on tbaaoaSold. Shonld wahave 
nofroal before the 15th. with open weather, 
the condition, would bo enhanced. We 
may expect a very considerable portion 
wilt t>e damaged by bam-freeiing."

He 
then came on to Oincinnati, thinking
